Hanol, July 1. 

The evacuation of 50,000 
French and Vietnamese 
troops and civilians from the 
whole southern region of the 
Red River delta may be 
ended tonight, « French 
High Command spokesman 


'gaid today. 


Tonight thousands of French- 
Vietnamese troops were moving 
towarda Hanoi along the roads 
and rivers of the delta under an 
alr unbrella covering the whole 
zone, French Air Force planes 
flew 150 missions bombing and 
stra(ing Vietminh concentration, 

The spokesman declared that 
the towns of Nambinh, Thal 
Binh, Bui Chu and Phat Diem 
were evacuated without serious 
clashes. Apart from these towns, 
pome 600 other villages and 
fortified positions held by 
Vietnames militia have been 
abandoned. 

When the evacuation Is ended, 
the most southerly held position 
will be Phuly about thirty miles 
pouth of Hanoi on Colonial High- 
way |—the “Mandarine" route.—

WASHINGTON REACTION 

Washington, July 1. 

Some Congressmen today re- 
garded the French military 
withdrawals in northern Indo- 
China as indicating that moves 
to partition the state of Vietnam 
were well under way. 

Senator Mike Mansfield, 
Democrat, Montana, a mem- 
ber of tho Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, told re- 
porters; “The evacuation of 
territory in the Red River 
Delta area indicates a planned 
withdrawal based ot least in 
part of tho negotiations which 
are going on between the 
French Premier Mendes-France 
and the Communists on an 
Indo-China settlement, It ap- 
pears to me to be a prelude 
to partition.” 

He and other Congressional

WILD DAFFODILS 


ERSTMONCEUX 
H Castle, that handsome 

medineval defensive 
fortress and luxurious brick 
mansion which lies in a 
hollow in the heart of the 
lovely, sleepy East Sussex 
countryside, has taken on a 
new lease of life. It has be- 
come the new ‘home of the 
Royal Observatory, driven 
from Greenwich by Indus- 
trial London’s appalling 
smoke pollution, 


Built on the site of 
Norman manor-house in 
1440 by one of the heroes 
of Agincourt who became 
Henry VI’s Treasurer, Sir 
Roger de Fiennes, the pic- 
turesque square castle, with

The move is gradual. The 
first stage — incorporating 


the udministrative depart- 
ments, the sections produc- 
ing the navigation and air 
almanacs, dealing with them 
Navy’s watches and clocks, 
and which record and mea- 
sure sunspots — has just 
been completed. Within two 
years, the lighter telescopes 
which help to determine 
time, and the time-signalling 
section will be in operation 
there. But we have to wait 
until late 1957 before the 
new giant telescope, second 
only to the USA’s Mount 
Palomar instrument, is 
ready.

Naked On Rock

For a little under two years 
she lived and worked and hun- 
gered in the green underground 
world, mainly In Perak and 
Kelantan, and it was in Peralc 
in 1860 that she was finally 
found by the Security Forecs. 


She was lying thin and naked 
on arock,a few yords away 
from a terrorists’ camp. She 
waa unconscious, had been for 
one, maybe two days.

Good Information had led the 
patrol straight to the camp. They 
had gone forward, ready, a8 
always, for instant action; but 
no shot was fired, no one check- 
ed their advance, 


It was a camp of dead and 
dying men. There were three 
bandits dead already. Two others 
were in the last stages Of cx- 
haustion from hunger and 
discase. Medical reports on tho 
survivors were revealing: one 
was described as “sixty percent 
skeleton.” 


High-level Talks 


HE girl, Lee Hool Ling—allas 
Ah Kinow, alias Moo Yoon 
Klew, alias Lee Kim Licn—was 
just turned twenty. They took 
her to hospital and during the 
wecks which followed, while 
sho was slowly being nutsed 
tack to health, high-level talks 
were going on about her. 


Technically she had been cap- 
tured but, after considering all 
the circumstances, it was finally 
decided to classify {t as a volun- 
tary surrender, So she escaped 
death for the second tine within 
weeks, 


Fully recovered, well-fed and 
well-clothed, Lee has been work- 
ing for the Government since 
then, First of all sho was with 
the CID at Ipoh and then with 
the Information Services in 
Perak and Johore. , 


Her talent for drama was used 
to good effect. She was part~ 
actor, part-producer of the first 
Chinese anti-Communist play 
ever staged in the country. 


“Bloody Revenge” dhe took tho 
part of a young rubber-ta 7 
Ah Chun, whose sweetheart Js a 
Landit food-carrier, 


In the play sho triea to per 
suade her boy to give up work- 
ing for the Communists and 
surrender to the Police. “Those 
devils!” she calls tho bandits on 
atage. “Those fellowsl I never 
imagined they could be so hate- 
ful. They claim to fight for 
the beterment of tho common 
lot and they claim to liberate 
us, Certainly their words aro 
swee'er Chen sugar, but their 
actions show them to be brutes, 
We have been deceived by them 
all right.” 


“Bloody Revenge’ was a 
huge success. It went on tour 
all over the State. It was per- 
formed in villages and towns, 
In halls ond the open oir, on 
grass and on makeshift stages. 
Later, a speclally-adapted ver- 
sion was broadcast aver Radio 
Malaya, At their first attempt, 
the Former Communists—as all 
the cast and producers were— 
had done dramatically well, 


Now Married 


EE was sent south to Johore 
to holp with similar drama 
productions there. Thero were 
more plays, more performances, 
more tours. 


In Johore she met and was 
mirricd to 43-year-old Ho Kel, 
another former Communist who 
was working ‘for the Informa- 
tlon Services too, In 1948 he 
had been working In the head- 
quarters oMce of a Singapore 
general lnbourers’ trade union. 
When the Emergency came he 
fied to the jungle for fear of 
arrest. He came out and sur- 
rendered just before Christmas, 
1950. Why? 


“When I went Into the 
jungle,” he sald, “I thought the 
Communists would treat overy- 
one equally. But they didn’t. 
Later I read what ‘was really 
happening in the country in 
newspapers and Government 
Ieaflets. too. So I came out.” 


Now they are living In Johore 
and have an adopted child.

r you want to be a good de- 
fensive player, half of the 
battle Ly the almplo act of count- 
Ing your tricks. It’s amazing 
how often this will lead you to 
the correct defence. 


In today’s hand, West open 
the jack of diamonds, dummy 
covers with the queen, and East 
wins with the ace, East returns 
the deuce of diamonds, and 
West's nine forces out dummy‘s 
king. 

Declarer leadn the nine of 
spades from dummy and lets It.

If West merely pushes cards 
out without thinking, he will 
lead the ten of diamonds, This 
1s the “surrender” play.

‘Picking Daisies 
Is- A Business 
Proposition 


Washington, July 1. 
Picking daisies is a purely business proposi- 
tion for farm workers in Africa, Japan and 
Ecuador. ; 
For this white-petalled flower with a yellow 
centre, known as pyrethrum, yields a potent in- 
secticide. : 


Last yenr, the United States imported almost 
8,000,000 Ibs of dried blooms. 


The fluld or powder cxtract 
from these is used for a score 
of things. Householders spray 
it to kill mosquitoes, fies and 
ants. Cattlemen doyse it on 
their herds. Sugar beet farmers 
spread it on their crops. 

“Chrysanthemum = cincrariac. 
folium,” as It is known botaul- 
cally, was discovered centuries 
ogo in Persia, whore the flowers 
grow wild. When the ute otf 
the powder sprem! ta Eurape, 
Yugoslavia became a chick 
source. 

For a time, Japan gained a| 
virtual monopoly of the pro 
duct, but In the last 20 seu 
British Enust Africa and tive 
Belzinn Congo have = rlav 
emerged as the leading sraworn. 

BCUADOR’S EXPORTS 

Ecuador's Initial exports in 
1953 capped a 10-year research 
programme to develop pyrethrum 
as a major crop. India, Rusala, 
and a dozen Latin Ameri- 
can natious have grown small 
quantities of It 

Pyrethrum was _— introduced 
into the United States about 
1860, Attempts to grow the 
crop commercially In Culifornia, 
southern Colorado and eastern 
Pennsylvania failed because of 
excessive harvesting costs. 

The plants bloom  spasmodi- 
cally and the flowers must be 
picked by hand. They can bo 
sun dried, but in most largo 
scale operations, frying js done 
artifictally. 

Pyrethrum thrives In a warm, 
drv climate. Its average yleld 
is 700-800 lbs of dried blossoms 
per acre. Oddly enough, al- 
though the flower is a deadly 
insecticide, {tt ts not immune 
from insect attack in the field. 

In 10949, the United States 
Department of Agriculture de- 


veloped a chemical compound 
named allethrin which — closely 
resembles pyrethrum. The new 
froduct, now being made by 
two American chemical com- 
panies, crn be substituted for 
yre'brum for some uses but tt 
. ned expected to displace it 
entirely.

Rating Ordinance 


To Be 


Revised 


An Ordinance amending the Rating Ordin- 
ance, Chapter 116 will shortly be introduced before 


the Leyislative Council, 
Government Gazette tod 


The objects and reasons of this 
Bit arc as follows: 

The main obfect of this Bill 
ds to extend the method of de- 
termining rateable value in force 
ot present in Hongkong Island, 
Kowloon and New Kowloon to 
the remainder of the New Terri- 
terles, 

In its application to the New 
Territories (other than New 
Kayloon) the Rating Ordinance 
at Present contains modifications, 
enacted in 1935, whereby only 
areas declared to be urban areas 
are rated. Bulldings in these 
areas are classified according to 
thelr valuc, the annual rates 
charged being graded occording 
to such clnssifications. It Is con- 
sidered that the development 
Partlcularly of the urbar 
areas of the New Territories,’ is 
such that o uniform system of 
valuation should be upplicd, 

Clause 19 repeols section 51 
of the Ordinance with effect 
from the end of the fnanclat 
year thus permitting the 
Governor in Councll to order, 
under rection 7 of the Ordin- 
@nce, a valuation of the tene- 
ments in such parts of the 
Colony as he may direct. But 
clause 14 provides that rates 
charged in the New Territories 
(other than New Kowloon) 
shall be at lower percentages of 
rateable value than those at 
present applicable in’ Hongkong 
Island, Kowloon and New Kow- 
loon. Clause 16 provides ‘thal 
“agricultural lund” shall not be 
rateable, 


EXEMPTIONS 


At presem, under section 40 
of the Ordinance, certain tene- 
ments are ¢xempt from rates so 
long as they are not occupled in 
any way for gain or pecuniary 
profit, and it is nlso provided 
that any educational, charitable 
or welfare institudon may be 
exempted from assessment by 
the Governor In Council. These 
Provisions confilct with Govern- 
ment's policy to avoid didden 
subsidica wherever possible; the 
situation frequently arises 
where for example a school 
may receive o direct cash sub- 
vention from Government and 
may in addition receive a hidden 
subsidy In being exempted froin 
paying rates. It {1s proposed 
therefore to confine automatic 
exemption from rates to agricul: 
tural land, places of worship 
and Government premises, ond 
to give the Governor in Council 
discretionary power to exempt 
in other suitable cases. A further 
justification of the proposed 
change is the provision under 
section 29 whereby o proportion. 
of the rates payabee is In respect 
of water, thls proportion being 
taken Into acecunt in the costing 
of the water undertaking.

A conviction against To 
Kam-hung, who was ven- 
“tenced to nine months on a 
charge of reoelving stolen 
Property, was quashed by 
Mr Justlco ©. W. Reeve, 
Pulsno Jndge, af the Ap- 
peal Court this morning, 
when appellant was given 
the -benefit of the doubt.

fled In convicting the sap- 
pellant. 


COURT 
REJECTS 
APPEAL 


An appeal against con- 
viction by Cheung Ching- 
kai, who was bound over 
im $250 for one year on a 
charge of causing mali- 
cious damage, was dis- 
missed by Mr Justice C.W. 
Reece, Puisne Judge, at 
the Appeal Court this 
morning. 


Mr Justice Reece sald every- 
thing the appellant had sald to 
the Magistrate and all he had 
told the Court thls morning 
showed quite clearly that he had 
been very properly convicted, 

Not satisfied. with the Judge's 
ruling, the appellant remained 
tn the dock demanding further 
audience and hod to be led 
down to the cell by Prison 
warders. 


In his appeal, the appellant 
said that the Kung Sheung Dally 
Press had Ubelled him and he 
had lodged complaints at 
various Government departments 
but was totally tgnored, He sald 
he was forced to commit the 
offence because they (the Hong- 
keong Government) had_ ignored 
his complaint.

Court Action Over 
Rate Of Exchange 
And _ Interest 


Argument by: Counsel regarding rate of 
exchange and interest in respect of a judgment 
sum of US$449,504.43 which was awarded the 
China Mutual Trading Co. against the Banque 
Belge Pour L’Etranger was heard before Mr 
Justice J. Reynolds in the Supreme Court _ this 


morning. 


Mr John MeNeill, QC, Mr P. 
Chen ant Mr Brook Benacchi 
(instructed by Mr ¥. H. Chan) 
Uppeared for China Mutuai, 
plaintiffs in the origina) ection 
which wos for the retum of 
valamoce of margins paid. 

the Hon. Leo d’Almada QC, 
and Mr A. J. Cilfford, instructed 
by Mr P. A. L. Vine, appeared 
for the defendant Bank. The 
Defence was that the margins, 
converted into US dollars at 
the request of the plaintiffs and 
held In the United States were 
blocked by American legislation 
in December 1850. The money 
was pald Into plaintiffs’ account 
in the United States which was 
also blocked, it was maintained. 

It was ogreed by Counsel on 
both sides this morning thot if 
Interest were awarded it should 
date from April 7, 1951 when 
the plaintiffs wrote to defend- 
ants stating thelr demand for 
the retum of the moncy, 


Mr McNeill advocated that in 
such a case where the plaintiffs 
were not claiming interest as o 
right, the Judge should use his 
discretion ond award ~ interest 
to the plaintiffs at a rate fixed 
by him (the Judge) as com- 
pensation for the money being 
withheld from them, or as 
damages against the Bank for 
failure to pay the amount duc. 

The plaintiffs’ claim was 
made in the Ietter on April 7, 
1951 and the basis of that claim 
was sect out in the Ietter and 
had been maintained through- 
out. It was the basis on which 
the Court gave judgment: ¢ 

JUDGE'S DISCRETION , 

As to the rate of interest, Mr. 
MeNeill polnted that in prectice 
in Hongkong it was about 8 per 
cont per annum and in England 
it was lower, about five per cent 
per annum, but it was entirely, 
tho Judge's’ discretion to fix 
whatever rate he t right.

On What Constitutes 


A New Building 


The view that six sho; 


ps built on a bombed site in Landale Street, 


originally occupied by a four-storey building, must be for the purposes of 
the Ordinance regarded as an entirely new building, as the old edifice had 
gone out of existence and past all repair, was expressed by the Full Court 


this morning when it allowed an appeal 
of a District Judge J. Wicks, 
The Fuil Court, comprising Mr T. J. Gould

and Mr Justice J. R. Gregg, Puisne Judge, held that the District Judge 


had not applied the correct test, which was whether the old buildin 


was . 


so far beyond repair that it could no longer be said to exist as a bu Iding.

that the decision of Judge Wicks, 
who had refused him possession 
of the premises, be reversed with 
costa,

In the District Court, the 
landlord claimed possession on 
the ground that the shops were 
new premises and the tenancies 
had been ended by a month's 
novice In writing. 

The Full Court had reserved 
their decision on the appeal on 
June 8. 

THE JUDGMENT 

The judgment stated in part: 

The respondents claim the 
protection of the Landlord and 
Tenant Ordinance (Capt. 255). 
The appellant's contention ts 
that the premises are taken out 
of the scope of that Ordinance 
by Section 3(1) (a) thereof, 

There is little or no dispute 
about the essential facts. Before 
the Pacific War, the site was 
occupied by a four-storey bulld- 
ing intended for residential pur- 
pores, During the War, in com- 
mon with adjoining — premises, 
they suffered damage amounting 
to almost complete demolition. 

After the passing of the Land- 
lord and Tenant Ordinance, the 
then owner obtalned permission 
from tho Public Works Depart- 
ment to crect temporary onec- 
storey premises for use as shops, 
In the new construction, almost 
the whole of the old foundation 
was retained, and also tho lower 
part of the old walls to an aver- 
age height of threo bricks 
above ground level. The old 
drains were used, the old con- 
crete flooring was 
retained amd also most of the old 
lavatories. 

The new walls were not of 
thick os the old, being of the 
thickness of one brick only, The 
plan of the floor was the same

In my opinion, the old edifice 
had gone out of existence and 
past all repair; therefore its suc- 
cessor must be for tho purposes 
of tho Ordinance an entirely 
new building. 


It follows that in my view tho 
appeal must be allowed. By 
agreement, the appeal in which 
this. judgment is instituted was 
heard together with appeals 
Nos. 8—12 (inclusive) of 1954, 
and it was also agreed that all 
the appeals were dependent 
upon the same facts and 
principles, and must succeed or 
fall together. 


The appeals in all the actlons 

ed are thorefore allowed, 

The judgment was read by Mr 

Justice Gould, Mr Justice 
Gregg concurring.
